I hav h Id this 
position since b fore February 20, 2002. 

2) Mr. Ylh-Shung Lin left ST before February 20, 2002. 

3) Before February 20, 2002; the last-known residential address, place of 
employment, and cell-phone number that ST had for Mr. Yih-Shung Un were as follows: 
#02-04, Horizon Tower East, 15 Leoni Hill Road, Singapore 0923; Tencor (located in 
Taiwan); and, 65-9677-7138. ST, however, did not have a mailing address for Tencor.

6) On February 21 , 2002, 1 called 886-91 1 -238-648. A man, who I believed 
to be Mr. Lin, answered and said in broken English "I'm in a meeting, call in about one 
and a half hours." Approximately one and a half hours later, I called back, i was 
connected to what I believed was Mr. Lin's voice mail. There was a greeting in Chinese 
followed by a beep. After the beep, I left a message in English explaining that we 
needed Mr. Lin to review a reissue application based on one of his U.S. patents and to 
execute a reissue declaration, and asking Mr. Lin to return my call and provide an 
address where we could send the reissue application and declaration. 

7) On February 22, 2002, 1 again called 886-91 1-238-648. No one 
answered, so I left another message in English explaining that we needed Mr. Lin to 
review a reissu application based on one of his U.S. patents and to execute a reissu 
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d claration, and asking Mr. Lin to return my call and provid an address where we could 
s nd th reissu application and declaration. I also drafted a similar requ st and sent It 
via mail to yih.shung.lin@kla-t ncor.com, but I later received an email notification that 
my email message to this email address was undeliverable. I also attempted to fax the 
request to Mr. Lin at 65-365-0736, but the fax did not go through. 

8) Neither Mr. Lin nor anyone else ever returned my calls or otherwise 
responded to my inquiries. 

9) I do not know Mr. Lin's whereabouts or how to contact him.
